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AN OUTLOOK FOR RUSSIA. 
Br a Russian. 


HAT is the actual Condition of the 
Stundist movement in Russia ? 
What are its prospects? Do 
the persecutions against the 
Stundists continue as bad as 
they used to be formerly? Have the many 
prayers which have been offered up on 
their behalf had any visible results these 
questions will very naturally rise to the lips 
of those who are interested in the evangelical 
movement in Russia. 

Thank God, the prayers of God's people 
on behalf of their evangelical brethren in 
Russia have not remained unanswered, and 
it is well to observe in what way God is 
answering them. 

There have been evangelical movements 
in Russia before. The Molokan sect, in 
the first part of the century, doubtlessly 
originated through the circulation of the 
Scriptures, which told on the hearts and 
lives of men. Even now the Molokans 
have retained a very accurate knowledge of 
the letter of Scripture owing to which they 
might have become alight and a salt for 
their surroundings. 

However, at a certain moment in their 
existence they gradually lost the vital 
contact with the life-giving Spirit, and 
a downgrade movement was the result, 
ending in their crystallising themselves into 
a hard, narrow, lifeless set, imbued with 
a good deal of erroneous doctrine. Owing, 
may be, to their spiritual inoffensiveness and 
inefficiency, the Molokans have, after passing 
themselves formerly through a period of 


persecution, ended by being tolerated and | 


recognised by the Russian Government. 
Now they, in their turn, have of late, in 


several places, been the greatest opponents 


ol the Stundists, and instigators of persecu- 


tion against them. 
The Stundist movement was following 


| the very same path. When a well-known 


Russian gentleman asked one of

Russia, until, not very long ago, a Russian 
literary man, who had specially investigated 
the question, said that there was not one 
province in Russia now into which the 
contamination had not penetrated. It has 
even been observed, that, when in some 
place, the spiritual life was on the decline, 
a new stroke of God's whip would occur to 
revive the believers. 

The most galling measure of persecution 
was the so-called “administrative banish- 
ment,” which practically enabled the officials 
to send any individual they chose, at a 
moment’s notice, to the Caucasus for a 
nominal term of five years, which was often 
prolonged indefinitely by renewing the 
term. Owing to the present Emperor's 
clemency, this measure has now ceased to 
be applied to the Stundists, and a consider- 
able part of those exiled in this way have 
been allowed to return to their homes. 

This does not, however, at all touch the 
legal standing of the Stundists. 

Accortling to a law, passed in 1893, the 
Stundists are declared to be “a _ sect 
dangerous to the State and to the Church” 
wherefore all Stundist meetings of any kind, 


even for mutual edification, are strictly 


prohibited. |

Both these places have 
endured the horrors of war, but with this 
difference that at Tien Tein the enemy, as 
besiegers, were held at bay omlside the foreign 
seltlement, while at Pekin the missionaries 
were besieged with other foreigners in the 
Legations—a mere handful of men shut up in 
a city and surrounded by tens of thousands 
thirsting for their blood. At both places 
the missionaries have had marvellous escapes, 
their lives have been mercifully preserved, 
but the work for a time has been entirely 
buried, but surely to rise again. 

We must distinguish between the work in 
the settlement at Tica Tua, and the work in 
the native city. In the settlement it is said 
all the foreigners’ houses and other buildings 
have been shelled and are in a state of ruin. 
This will include the fine hospital of the 
L.M.S., now under the charge of Dr. G. P. 
Smith, and made sacred by the memories of 
Mackenzie and Roberts, and the beautiful 
college erected by Dr. Hart, in memory of 
his brother, Mr. Walford Hart, who died at 
Hankow. Then there is the Isabella Fisher 
Hospital for women, belonging to the 
American Episcopal Methodist Mission, as 
well as the other premises belonging to those 
missions and to the other societies, the 
American Board, the English Methodist New 
Connexion, the China Inland Mission, and 
the Bible and Tract Societies. God is to be 
praised for preserving the lives of the 
Tien Tsin missionaries, such as the Rev. F. 
Brown and the Rev. A. King, who had 
miraculous escapes, and who now, with the 
other Tien Tsin missionaries, are working 
hard amongst the Chinese sick and wounded.

is a fact, that, however unintentionally, Eng- 
land, by her selfish policy, hermetically seals 
that part against the spread of the Gospel. 
That part is Afghanistan, together with all 
the tribes on our North and North-West 
frontier—roughly, the territory between 
England and Russia. Besides tha, England 
largely upholds the Mahommedan rulers of 
Turkey, Palestine, Arabia, Persia, in whose 
countries, though there may nominally be 
some small amount of religious freedom, yet 
practically there is no liberty to change from 
the Mahommedan religion, and no liberty to 
preach the Gospel to Mahommedans. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ, when on earth, 
stated regarding His second coming: This 
Gospel of the Kingdom shall be preached in 


all the world for a witness to the nations and 


then shall the end come”; and the last 
commission left to the Church was: “Go 
into all the world and preach the Gospel to 
every creature.” Whatever, then, hinders 
the preaching of the Gospel in all the world 
hinders the return of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Afghanistan is bolstered up and subsidised 
by Britain as a buffer State between Russia 
and India. Is it so as a matter of fact? 
Better call it a box of dynamite or a barrel 
of petroleum ; rather than being a security 
it is a positive danger. 

We have had several Afghan wars and 
much unrest on our frontier. Why? For 
the answer we must look outside man’s plans 
to God’s plans. We have then to see what 
God has said and what are His plans. His 


purpose is to open up Afghanistan to the 


Gospel, and He has employed England, but |

those parts severely alone. Bigoted, ignorant, 
savage, and the more so they are the better, 
so that they shall present to any hostile army 
desiring to invade India regions inhospitable 
and impassable alike by nature and by the 
hostility of their uncivilised inhabitants. 

The greater part of the unrest of the last 
twenty years has been between Russia and 
England. Why? It is the cause of the 
eireulation of God's Word, and the unrest 
is chiefly in those bigoted Mahommedan 
countries which border on Russia and 
England and in which they are both 


interested, and also it is England and Russia 
which give the greatest encouragement to 
the circulation of the Bible, for, strange to 
say, that with all her intolerance and corrupt 
religion, Russia gives more assistance than 
any other country to the circulation of the 
Gospel. The following passages appear in 
the last report of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society with regard to Russia: “Other 
agencies increasingly active now supply these 
Bibles.” The printing houses of the holy
